A ‘Frankenstorm’ in the Making 


Hurricane could mix 
with wintry storm 
to pound East Coast 


Washington 

All the spare parts appear to be 
coming together to create what 
forecasters are calling “Franken- 
storm ” a monster combination of 
high wind, heavy rain, extreme 
tides and maybe snow that could 
cause havoc along the East Coast 
just before Halloween next week. 

Hurricane Sandy, having blown 
through Haiti and Cuba on Thurs- 
day, continues to barrel north. A 
wintry storm is chugging across 
from the West. And frigid air is 
streaming south from Canada. 

And if they meet Tuesday morn- 
ing around New York or New Jersey, 
as forecasters predict, they could 
create a big wet mess that settles 
over the nation’s most heavily pop- 
ulated corridor and reaches as far 
inland as Ohio. 

With experts expecting at least 
$1 billion in damage, the people 
who will have to clean it up aren’t 
waiting.

Preparing for the Storm 

Government forecasters said there is a 90 percent chance — up from 
60 percent two days earlier— that the East will get pounded starting Sunday 
and stretching past Halloween on Wednesday. Maryland utility companies and 
emergency management officials say they’re preparing for large-scale power 
outages, flooding and other damage. Pepco spokeswoman Myra Oppel says the 
power company is in touch with other utilities about the possibility of bringing in 
out-of-state crews to restore power. Dominion Power has already had conver- 
sations with other companies about sending workers to whatever areas are hit 
hardest by the storm, said Le-Ha Anderson, a Dominion spokeswoman, (ap) 


Utilities are lining up out-of-state 
work crews and canceling employ- 
ees’ days off to deal with the power 
outages. From county disaster chiefs 
to the federal government, emergen- 
cy officials are warning the pub- 
lic to be prepared. And President 
Barack Obama was briefed aboard 
Air Force One.

The storm will take its time leav- 
ing. It is likely to hit during a full 
moon, when tides are near their 
highest, increasing the risk of coast- 
al flooding. And because many trees 
still have their leaves, they are more 
likely to topple in the event of wind 
and snow, meaning there could be 
widespread power outages lasting

Poll finds widening 
divide among voters 
along raeial lines 

Washington 

The 2012 election is shaping up to 
be more polarized along racial lines 
than any presidential contest since 
1988, with President Barack Obama 
lagging behind Republican Mitt 
Romney among white voters by 21 
percentage points, a steep drop in 
support from four years ago. 

As he did in 2008, Obama gets 
overwhelming support from non- 
whites, who made up a record high 
proportion of the overall electorate 
four years ago. In that contest, 80 
percent of all nonwhites support- 
ed Obama, including 95 percent 
of black voters, according to the 
exit poll. In The Washington Post- 
ABC News national tracking poll 
released Wednesday, Obama wins 


79 percent of nonwhites, and sup- 
port for his re-election is nearly uni- 
versal among African-Americans. 

But among whites, Obama is 
currently doing much worse than 
he did in 2008. At this stage four 
years ago, Obama trailed Repub- 
lican John McCain by eight per- 
centage points among white vot- 
ers. Even in victory, Obama ended 
up losing white voters by 12 per- 
centage points. 

Obama’s current 21 percent def- 
icit — he trails Romney 59 to 38 


percent — would be far harder to 
overcome, as this year may break 
a string of increasingly nonwhite 
electorates. In 2008, whites made 
up a record-low 74 percent of all 
voters; in the latest Post-ABC poll, 
they made up a similar 75 percent 
of likely 2012 voters. 

In 2004, John Kerry lost white 
voters to George W. Bush by a sim- 
ilarly wide margin, 58 to 41 per- 
cent — and he also lost the elec- 
tion.

Syrian Regime Backs Cease-Fire 


4-day truce remains 
unlikely to take hold 
as battles continue 

Beirut 

The embattled regime of Syrian 
President Bashar Assad promised 
Thursday to observe a U.N.-pro- 
posed truce during a four-day Mus- 
lim holiday, while rebels claimed 
major gains in the key battieground 
of Aleppo. 

But prospects of the cease-fire 
taking hold are dim, given Assad’s 
history of broken promises and the 
rebel momentum in Aleppo, Syr- 
ia’s largest city, where fighters said 
they advanced into several regime- 
held neighborhoods. 


The truce plan by U.N.-Arab 
League envoy Lakhdar Brahimi has 
been endorsed by the U.N. Securi- 
ty Council, including Assad allies 
Russia and China. U.N. chief Ban 
Ki-moon urged all countries and 
groups with influence in Syria to 
pressure both sides to stop the vio- 
lence in the civil war, his spokes- 
man said. 

The holiday cease-fire was the 
least a divided international com- 
munity could agree on after the 
failure of a more ambitious plan 
for an open-ended truce and polit- 
ical transition talks by Brahimi’s 
predecessor, Kofi Annan, in April. 

Even the current truce, to begin 
Friday with the start of the Eid al- 
Adha holiday, appears in jeopardy 
from the outset. Neither side has

300 Accusers

Disgraced BBC entertainer Jimmy 
Savile was investigated in the 
1980s over an allegation of inde- 
cent assault, police said Thursday 
as they announced that 300 poten- 
tial victims had come forward so 
far with abuse accusations against 
the late TV host. 

The twin announcements 
showed how a sex abuse scandal 
that is engulfing one of Britain’s 
most venerable news organizations 
was showing no signs of abating.

Pace Yourself 


In some ways, participants in the Marine Corps Marathon have it the 
easiest of anybody on Sunday morning: They don’t need to put much thought into what they’re 
doing and where they’re going (follow the pack, place one foot in front of the other, repeat 
for 26.2 miles). Everybody else has the hard job. Those without any investment or interest 
in “the people’s marathon” must go out of their way to avoid the blocked streets and clogged 
Metro stations that are a given with 30,000 marathoners and more than 100,000 spectators in 
town. Meanwhile, friends and family of runners need to bring their A-game when it comes to 
endlessly cheering variations of “You can do it!” Whatever your role this weekend, we’ve got 
some survival tips for you. katie aberbach (express) 



Here are itineraries 
we'd follow, 
depending on 
mood and energy 
level. All assume you’re 
on two feet and not too slow ... and 
that your runner isn't in first place. 


Metro-Free 

You want to avoid packed trains and 
equally crowded stations. 

Skip the first 10 miles and grab a road- 
side spot behind the Lincoln Memorial, 
where you’ll see runners as they ap- 
proach Mile 11. Next, walk to the corner 
of 23rd St. SW and Ohio Drive SW; run- 
ners will pass by just after complet- 
ing 16 miles. Then, hoof it across the 
Arlington Memorial Bridge, where you 
can either watch runners complete 
their final mile along Route 110 from an 
overpass or follow the trail across the 
street from the Arlington Cemetery 
entrance toward the finish line. 


(Almost) Crowd-Free 

You actually want to be able 
to hear after this whole thing 
is over; you want to offer support 
in relatively sparse areas along 
the course. 

Start outside of the Rosslyn Metro 
station on North Lynn Street; run- 
ners will pass by after they’ve com- 
pleted their first mile. Ride Metro 
to L’Enfant Plaza. Walk down 14th 
Street NW untilyou reach Ohio 
Drive — near Mile MarkerlS, where 
runners are leaving the sparsely 
populated Mains Point. From there, 
continue walking southwest on 14th 
Street, approaching the ramp to the 
14th Street bridge (you’ll be walking 
along the side of the course; run- 
ners will have just passed Mile 20). 
Stop close to (or even on) the bridge, 
which is perhaps the loneliest por- 
tion of the race. 


Boredom- & Hunger-Free 

You need to be in close proximity 
to a pumpkin spice latte source; 
you’re in from out of town and want 
to knock out some sightseeing as 
you cheer. 

Start on M Street NW in Georgetown. 

If you stand near the Key Bridge, you’ll 
catch runners here twice: once as they 
leave the bridge and turn left on Canal 
Road N W to approach Mile Marker 5, 
and again as they run back down Canal 
Road toward Mile Marker 9. Walk to 
the Foggy Bottom Metro and ride itto 
Smithsonian. Exit on the National Mall 
and walk to Madison Drive NW, where 
runners will pass you on their way to 
Mile Marker 18. Then, take the Metro to 
Crystal City to catch runners as they 
complete Miles 22 and 23. Save some 
cheering energy— most runners need 
a serious boost here.

Slow Going 

Plan for delays, unless you are going on the Blue 
or Yellow lines. The tradeoff there is that the lines 
will be the most crowded since they serve key 
stops on the marathon course. 

» Red Line: Trains will share a track between 
Twinbrook and Grosvenor and between Forest Glen 
and Takoma. Add an additional 15 minutes to your 
travel time if you must head through the work zones. 

» Orange Line: Trains will share a track between 
Stadium-Armory and Cheverly. Expect at least 
10-minute delays going through the construction. 

» Green Line: Trains will share a track between 
Greenbelt and College Park, adding 15 minutes to 
travel time. 

m Steer Clear of Rosslyn: Not only will there be 
hoards of people in and around the Marine Corps 
War Memorial (also known as the Iwo Jima Me- 
morial) —which serves as the race's finish line — 
there will be tons of road closures. Wilson Boule- 
vard, Lee Highway, Washington Boulevard and the 
George Washington Parkway are closed for at 
least a few hours. 

» Avoid the Pentagon Station on the Blue and 
Yellow lines: Not only is it the easiest access point 
to the race’s start point — meaning it will be 
crowded — but the bus terminal will be closed 
from 4 a.m. to 4 p.m. The bus service will be re- 
routed to Pentagon City, which will be battling 
street closures but is at least operational.

No one Likes Monday mornings. And Metro riders 
may Like them even Less, based on my years of 
carefuLLy caLibrated grumpiness measurements. 
So the sheer number of smiLes I encountered this 
past Monday at the Dupont station nearLy made 
me faLL down the escaLator. 


Had I taken a tumble, I’d prob- 
ably have a grin on my face, too. 
The bruises would be proof that 
I wasn’t dreaming — the south 
entrance, which had been shut- 
tered for 814 months, was real- 
ly open again. Even better, it had 
three working escalators for the 
first time in forever. Best of all? 
Krispy Kreme employees were on 
the scene, handing out pumpkin 
spice cake samples. 

‘‘They love the hat,” pastry slinger 
Bobbie Major said of the morning 
commuters, pointing to her baseball 


cap topped with a plastic doughnut. 
But she wasn’t nearly as popular a 
photo subject as the new escalators. 
(“So sleek and nice. I put it on Ins- 
tagram myself,” Major said.) 

Alexandria resident Priya Chha- 
ya, 30, was counting the “likes” on 
her Facebook photo of the escala- 
tors while sipping a celebratory 
chai from Saxbys when she bumped 
into her co-worker Diana Maxwell. 
The 27-year-old had come up with 
a new name for the Dupont south 
entrance: “The awesomeness.” 

“It was very smooth, and lit 


nicely. I’m a fan,” Maxwell said. 
Mark Winchester, 21, who was 
coming from Rhode Island Avenue, 
commented on that pleasant “new 
escalator smell.” And nearly every- 
body raved about getting back the 
10 minutes they’d 
had to spend walk- 
ing from the Dupont 
north entrance. 

It’s not a long 
trek, but it was an 
inconvenience, par- 
ticularly for riders 
with health prob- 
lems. Beth Conte, 
51, who walks with a cane because 
of a bad hip, was relieved that she 
now just has to make it across the 
street to her office. 

Swept up in the joy of the morn- 
ing, even folks dwelling on the past 
were putting a positive spin on it. 
“It was kind of nice to have the 
change in scenery,” said 62-year-old 
George Borababy, who enjoyed dis- 
covering new shops on his altered 
walk to work the past few months. 

Amid the rainbows and unicorns 
— I didn’t actually see them, but 
I’m pretty sure they were there — I 
bumped into Metro chief spokesman 
Dan Stessel, who started bragging 
about the escalators like a proud 
dad. “The steps and handrails are 
moving at the same speed,” he said, 
noting that techs will be around for 
the next few weeks “ready to rock 
’n’ roll” in case there’s a problem 
(such as Thursday morning’s brief 
fire alarm-related shutdown). 

I managed to find only one 
guy with a complaint all morn- 
ing. Anthony Case, 33, had come 
in from Shady Grove hoping he’d 
be early enough to snag one of the 
signs announcing that the south 
entrance was closed. He wasn’t. 
“I was going to dress up as it for 
Halloween,” Case said. 

But he’ll settle for the shorter 
walk to his office — and one spec- 
tacular Monday morning.

Malvo: Muhammad Abused Me 


Backstory 

Lee Boyd Malvo, 27, who was one of two men con- 
victed in the 2002 D.C. shootings that killed 10 people, 
told The Washington Post last month he was not in any 
way sexually molested during his relationship with the 
other sniper, John Allen Muhammad, and denied any 
sort of sexual relationship between the two. Malvo told 
The Post he was sexually molested by a neighbor and 
by relatives as a boy in the Caribbean, but said he 
has been “celibate" since, (twp)

Lee Boyd Malvo, who with John 
Allen Muhammad terrorized the 
D.C. area a decade ago in one of 
the nation’s most notorious kill- 
ing sprees, told NBC’s “Today” 
show that he was sexually abused 
by Muhammad beginning at age 
14 and continuing until they were 
arrested. 

In a series of interviews with 
The Washington Post last month, 
Malvo flatly denied any sexual 
contact with Muhammad. But in a 
40-minute telephone interview with 


“Today’s” Matt Lauer on Wednes- 
day, he told a different story. 

“For the entire period when I 
was almost 15 until I got arrest- 
ed, I was sexually abused by John 
Muhammad,” Malvo said in the 
interview, excerpts of which aired 
Thursday. 


Malvo told Lauer that the rea- 
son he was speaking up for the 
first time about being abused by 
Muhammad “is because I am more 
mature. As far as the guilt that I 
carried around for several years, I 
dealt with that to a large extent for 
years. And now, I can handle this.” 


Malvo also told Lauer there 
are victims of the pair’s shooting 
spree who have not been identi- 
fied — a claim he has made in the 
past — and he indicated that he 
has reached out to the families of 
some of those victims. 

Over 21 days in October 2002, 
the snipers ambushed 13 strangers 
in the Washington area, killing 10 
of them. The shootings appear to 
have erupted out of Muhammad’s 
fury at his ex-wife, who had moved 
away with their children. 

Muhammad was executed 
for his role in the murder spree 
in 2009. Malvo, now 27, is serv- 
ing a life sentence at Red Onion 
State Prison in southwest Vir- 
ginia.

Shirlington 
Takes Shape 


Restaurants, shops and 
affordable prices Lure 
buyers to the once-quiet 
Virginia neighborhood 

It’s a typical Thursday night in Shir- 
lington, a growing neighborhood in 
South Arlington. The sound of live 
jazz fills the air outside Signature The- 
atre (4200 Campbell Ave., Arlington; 
703-820-9771, Signature-theatre.org). 
The little round tables that have been 
set up in the middle of Campbell Ave- 
nue in front of the theater begin to fill 
up quickly, as thirsty patrons line up 
for their $5 wine tastings from near- 
by wine and cheese bar Cheesetique 


(4056 Campbell Ave., Arlington; 703- 
933-8787, Cheesetique.com). 

Behind the makeshift stage where 
the jazz musicians have set up, children 
play alongside a water fountain as their 
mothers sip iced lattes from 
the Caribou Coffee down the 
street. The recently remodeled 
Shirlington Branch Library 
(4200 Campbell Ave., 
Arlington; 703-228-6545, 
Library.arlingtonva.us) has just 
closed for the day, but bookworms 
still crowd the bistro tables outside 
of it, taking advantage of free Wi-Fi 
or soaking up the last of that day’s 
sunshine, book in hand. 

Jewel Plummer enjoys the music 


as she sits on a bench outside Johnny 
Rockets, waiting for a friend to join 
her and for their “regular” bench to 
open up. Plummer, who has rented in 
Shirlington for 10 years, has witnessed 
its transformation from a suburban 
ghost town to a pedestrian-friendly, 
urban oasis. 

“When I moved here 10 years 
ago, none of this was like this,” says 
Plummer, who rents a condo at the 
Windgate a few blocks down from 
the bustling commercial district. “The 
neighborhood has completely evolved 
over the years. And it’s still growing.” 
Shirlington, which gets 
its name from its location 
just off Interstate 395 (also 
known as Shirley Highway) 
in Arlington, is just minutes 
by car from downtown 
Washington, D.C., or a short bus 
ride from Pentagon Metro station. 
About 265,000 people live within a 
three-mile radius of the commercial 
core, with 1-395 serving as the main 
north-south artery. It’s bordered by 
King Street and Four Mile Run Drive.

When Federal Realty Investment 
Trust purchased the 261,000-square- 
foot retail property along Campbell 
Avenue, now officially known as the 
“Village at Shirlington,” in 1995, 
there were a few stores sprinkled on 
the west end, and the AMC Loews 
Shirlington 7 was showing a variety of 
indie flicks. But the cafe-culture that 
makes Shirlington so popular among 
young professionals today didn’t exist, 
says John Tschiderer, vice president of 
development at Federal Realty. 

Today, the Village is thriving, 
with 26 restaurants, bars and coffee 
shops. You can indulge in some 
fresh guacamole and a pitcher of

(4028 Campbell Ave., Arlington,

.com), go for classic American cuisine 
at the Carlyle Grand Cafe (4000

0777, Greatamericanrestaurants.com/ 
carlyle), or get in touch with your more 
artistic side at Busboys and Poets (4251 
South Campbell Ave., Arlington, 703-

The small-town vibe mixed with big- 
city convenience is making the area, 
which once catered to the 30- to 50-year- 
old demographic, more attractive to the 
25- to 34-year-old crowd.

Rachel and Jamie Auslander 
rented in several different Arlington 
neighborhoods before purchasing 
their four-bedroom, three-and-a-half- 
bathroom townhouse in the Shirlington 
Crest development, just around the 
corner from the commercial corridor.

Two Local real-estate 
agents share their 
tricks of the trades 


Buying and Selling 

Unless you’re Donald Trump, you’re 
probably not negotiating real-estate 
deals on a daily basis. Most people 
buy or sell a home only a handful of 
times in their lives, and it’s a pro- 
cess that leaves many mystified. 

Hans and Steve Wydler, 
founders of local residential real- 
estate company 
Wydler Brothers 
(Wydlerbrothers 
.com), hope to 
change that with 
their new book 
“Inside the Sell” 
(LINX, $22). It 
arms buyers and 
sellers with the skills they need to 
navigate the world of real estate. 

Why did you want to expose the 
unspoken secrets of real estate? 
Hans Wydler: It’s hard for clients 
to know whether they’re getting 
good service or bad service. Some- 
times things that are portrayed as 
an advantage to the client really 
are not; they’re intended to benefit 
the brokers at the clients’ expense. 

Like what? 

Steve Wydler: The private, exclu- 
sive listing. The agent appeals to 
the seller’s ego, saying, “It’s such 
a great listing. We only want the 
cream of the crop. I’ll market it pri- 
vately.” It sounds appealing, but the 
seller will never know what could 
have happened if the listing had 
been exposed to the entire market. 

What are common mistakes that 
buyers make in a market like this? 

HW: A buyer sees a home that’s been 
on the market for a long time and 
they think they’re getting a great

deal on a house. But there is usu- 
ally some issue with the house. 
You’ll find that when it’s your turn 
to sell, it’s going to be a challenge. 

Why do you think buyers and sell- 
ers should work with an agent? 

SW: We believe that people vastly 
underestimate the time involved 
in selling a home and overestimate 
their skill set in doing so. 

What are some negotiating tips? 

HW: Don’t talk too much. And try 
to understand the motivation for 
the other side. Get as much intel- 
ligence on the competition as you 
possibly can. Are there two offers 
or five offers? What is the seller’s 
timing? All of those little things 
can help give someone an advan- 
tage when buying a home. 

SW: You can be a tough negotia- 
tor in a fair and respectful way. It 
doesn’t have to be war; it doesn’t 
have to be emotional. The best 
transactions are the ones where 
it’s a hugfest at the closing table.

Kitchens can be a source of anxiety for 
renters.

pans presentable. “If it’s gonna be on 
display, it better be good-looking and 
clean,” says Nestor Santa-Cruz, an 
interior designer in D.C. (Nestorsanta- 
cruz.com). 

Bland Cabinets 

If your cabinets lack personality, 
freshen them up with unique knobs 
and pulls. Check out Anthropologic 
(Anthropologie.com) and World Market 
(Worldmarket.com) for colorful options. 

Just don’t lose the originals. “Save 
the ones that you had before, and then 
you can replace them when you need,” 
Santa Cruz says.

They do it on sitcoms all the time, but in 
real life it’s hard to share an apartment 
with roommates you don’t know. Find tips 
on making it work in next week’s section. 


Another option for cabinet-haters: 
Remove the doors altogether to create 
a open-air look. This technique should 
only be applied to upper cabinets and 
nothing low to the ground. Remember 
to keep the doors somewhere safe, so 
you can put them back in place before 
you move out. 

If you go this route, it’s best to have 
nice-looking stuff. “Have a simple 
collection of plates,” Meyer says. “Keep 
things very neatly stacked and ordered.” 

Gross Floors 

You can also improve the look of your 
floors — even if previous tenants 
had a tendency to spill red wine and 
spaghetti sauce. 

Don’t be afraid to put a rug in the 
kitchen. Yes, it will have food spilled on 


it, so look for something that’s easy to 
clean, such as a flatweave, seagrass or 
indoor-outdoor rug. Bolon (Bolon.com) 
makes easy-to-clean, vinyl rugs that 
can be cut to fit your space (available 
at Sisalcarpet.com). 

Be sure to put rubberized backing 
on rugs to prevent slippage. 

If you aren’t crazy about rugs, 
consider cutting linoleum floor tile 
sheets to the shape of the floor and 
laying them over the old floor to make a 
temporary cover, Santa-Cruz suggests. 
Secure them with hot glue or another 
removable sticky substance. 

Bad Lighting 

Are your kitchen’s flickering fluorescent 
light makes your eyeballs hurt? 
The first step is switching out the 
fluorescents with incandescent bulbs 
wherever you can. 

If you need more light, buy plug-in 
light fixtures so you don’t have to deal 
with messy wiring. Save floor space 
by using hanging lights or sconces 
that plug into an electrical outlet (Ikea 
.com and Lampsplus.com sell a variety). 

Boring Backsplash 

A backsplash is the stretch of wall that 
starts below the cabinets and ends at 
the countertops. It’s a small area that 
can make a big difference in the feel 
of the room. 

You don’t have to make permanent 
changes to liven up a backsplash. Home 
Depot (Homedepot.com) sells peel-and- 
stick tiles in a range of colors, styles 
and materials, including stainless steel, 
that you can stick on the backsplash 
and peel off later. 

“You might just want to add a 
fun punch of color,” Meyer says. “It 
could have a really high-level impact.”

You dedicate your book to the 
crafty lads and ladies in us all.

Film Review 

If ever there existed an unadapt- 
able book, it’s “Cloud Atlas,” David 
Mitchell’s 2004 novel that possess- 
es a daunting, densely woven mul- 
tipart structure, characters who 
appear and reappear throughout 
six eras and even an original, nev- 
er-before-heard language. A meta- 
physical meditation that careers 
from the 19th century to the 24th 
— zigging, zagging, doubling back 
and hairpinning along the way — 
“Cloud Atlas” is an unparalleled 
work of literary and moral imag- 
ination, an ambitious ziggurat 
that takes readers to the heights 
of wordplay, philosophy and sto- 
rytelling itself 


**Cloud Atlas” 
deserves praise 
for not being the 
baggy, pretentious 
disaster it could 
have been. 


It seems appropriate that it has 
taken not one but three filmmak- 
ers to bully “Cloud Atlas” to the 
screen: A structural and narrative 
challenge as prodigious as this one 
needs many hands on deck to bring 
the multitudes it contains to life. 

While Tom Tykwer, Andy 
Wachowski and Lana Wachowski 
haven’t necessarily expanded on 
Mitchell’s original book, they’ve 
done a superlative job at making 
it legible onscreen. “Cloud Atlas” 
deserves praise if only for not being 
the baggy, pretentious disaster it 
could have been in other hands. 

At its simplest, “Cloud Atlas” 
tells the interlocking stories of sev- 
eral characters over a 500-year time 



span: Adam Ewing Qim Sturgess), 
a San Francisco attorney traveling

personal ropes; Sonmi 351 (Doona 
Bae), a genetically engineered ser- 
vice worker laboring in New Seoul 
in 2144 and Zachry (Tom Hanks), 
the indigenous inhabitant of an 
island engaged in perpetual trib- 
al warfare in the 2300s.

tive look and tone: historical drama 
for Ewing, “Masterpiece Theater”- 
worthy tastefulness for Sixsmith;

(advantage Hawkes and Murray). 

They Love when actors play historical 
figures (Day-Lewis, Hopkins and 
Murray). Lately beginner’s Luck seems 
to have played a part (a point to Henry).

There are two monster waves in

The film traf- 
fics in the larky dark humor of the Coen 
brothers and the heedless, whiz-bang 
movie-worship of Quentin Tarantino. A. H. 
SINISTER (R, 110 minutes) Played 
by Ethan Hawke, Ellison Oswalt is a 
true-crime writer who, in an effort to 
research his next book, moves with his 
unwitting wife and two young children 
into a house where the last occupants

“Taken 2," 
however, is a sequel every bit as clumsy, 
ham-handed, outlandish and laughable 
as the original was sleek, tough and 
efficient. When Bryan travels to Istanbul
